Sır:—In compliance with the requirements of the statute in 
establishing the Dakota Hospital for the Insane, we, the trus- 
tees, hereby present the first biennial report of that institu- 
tion. : 

` When we recall the numerous and grave difficulties under 
which the institution began, we can but feel the greatest pleas? 
ure at its present efficient condition. We can say, from per- 
sonal examination of other and larger hospitals, that our 
patients have just as good care, and so far as the facilities of 
the buildings will allow, are as comfortable, as those in any 
hospital in the country. 

The results given in the reports of the resident officers com- 


` pare favorably with those in any hospital; but these results 


have been gained only by the most careful and painstaking 
efforts on the part of the medical superintendent and his 
assistants. By their unremitting watchfulness they have done 
much to make up for the disabilities imposed upon them by 
the meager facilities furnished by our temporary buildings. 
We therefore take great pleasure in commending their watch- 
fulness, their kindness to the patients, and their careful econ- 
omy in administering all the affairs of the institution. 

We refer you to the reports of the resident officers, accom- ' 
panying this. "That of the medical superintendent is very 
fall and instructive, giving accurate information regarding 
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the number, character and condition of the patients who have 
been received and cared for since the hospital was opened, 
April ist, 1879. 

The report of the steward gives the exact condition of the 
various appropriations made for the furnishing and main- 
tenance of the hospital; also a summary of all the expendi- 
tures. His accounts and vouchers have been examined and 
found о be correct. 

It can hardly be necessary to say anything i in enforcement 
of the recommendations of the superintendent in regard to 
furnishing larger and better facilities for the care of the in- 
sane we now have, and the much larger number sure to 
need our care very soon. 

There is no longer any question as to the wisdom of treat- 
ing insanity in properly conducted hospitals. Humanity and 
self interest alike call for this. We apprehend that the only 
question that can come before yourself and the legislature re- 
garding this wil] be, “ How can we, quickly and wisely, act 


upon the suggestions made, so that there may be no lack of 


means to care for that unfortunate class who, when we have 
done our best for them, must still suffer more than we can in 
any manner properly appreciate ?” 

Our experience for the past two years leads us to hope that 
the changes and additions to the laws bearing upon this sub- 
ject, proposed by the superintendent, will be for substance, 
adopted. 


One further suggestion will commend itself at once. We. 


cannot expect to retain the services of first-class officials 
unless they are paid the same they could readily secure in 
other situations. No one would think of putting into places 
of trust so important as these any but the best that we could 
obtain. Economy of administration can be secured in no 
other way. Our present compensation for the resident officers 
is pitifully small. We ought not to run the risk of losing the 
services that have been tried and found so valuable, when we 
are sure we could not fill their places with even a lower grade 
of attainments, without largely increased pay. | 

We would also recommend that separate appropriations be 
made for the salaries of the superintendent and matron, 
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rather than to have the two combined in one, as at present. 
In closing our report, we feel that we can congratulate the 
citizens of the Territory that they have so successfully taken 
up the work of caring for our insane: and we believe they 
will in the future be always ready to provide all needed facil- 
ities for this very important duty.

GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with a requirement of the act 
' under which the hospital was established, I have the honor to 
present the first biennial report of the Dakota Hospital for 
the Insane, embracing a period of nineteen and two-thirds 
months, from April 11th, 1879, to November 30th, 1880. 
I am gratified to be able to state that since the opening of 
- the hospital there has been no epidemic disease in our house- 
hold, and no serious accident to person or property, and 
that the biennial period just closed has been one of average 
success and prosperity, notwithstanding the many difficulties 
and dangers encountered in occupying a temporary wooden 
building. 
The following table shows the number of patients received, 
discharged and remaining:

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The admissions to the hospital for the nineteen and two- 
thirds months were fifty-two in number. Of these there were 
received by transfer, when the hospital was opened for the 
receptiou of patients, nine males and eight females from the 
Minnesota hospital for the insane, at St. Peters, Minn; four 
males from the Nebraska hospital for the insane at Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and twenty-two males and nine females direct from 
the counties. 

An analysis of the cases admitted from the above institu- 
tions, as well as those admitted from the counties, does not 
furnish a cheerful outlook for the recovery or improvement of 
a large per cent. of them. The twenty-one patients transfer- 
red had been under treatment in their respective institutions 
for an average of over eighteen months; twelve of this num- 
ber, and thirteen admitted from the counties, had been insane 
more than two years, making a total of twenty-five patients 
who had passed into the ehronie stage of the disease, and, as 
all statistics show, giving little if any ground of hope for 
material improvement. Bight were over fifty years of age; 
seven were epileptics; one had paresis; two were congenital 
imbeciles; one in the last stage of phthisis; three were cases 
of paralysis; eight were suicidal and four were homicidal. 
But notwithstanding we find in one half of the cases admitted 
factors which make the prognosis absolutely unfavorable, 
there were discharged recovered, ten—eight males and two 
females, or twenty per cent, of the whole number treated. ~ 


Of the two males deceased, one died of phthisis pulmonalis 
two months after admission; and the other of general pare- 
sis six months after admission. 

There has been one re-admission; the patient was dis- 
charged recovered, and, as nearly as can be ascertained, re. 
mained well for one year, when the second attack occurred. 

The large number of chronic insane admitted may appear 
to the casual observer as placing-many of this class of pa- 
tients under treatment in the hospital who should have been 
cared for by their friends, or the counties In which they re- 
side. But when itis understood that the chronic insane are 
afflicted with precisely the same disease, in its nature and 
phenomena, as recent insanity, differing only in continuity, 
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in prospects of recovery and iu the proportion of cases of 
passive dementia; it certainly follows that for the protection 
of society, and for the protection of these unfortunate per- 
sons themselves, aud for the alleviation of the pains and pri- 
vations of their disease, they should be provided with the 
same comforts, care and treatment as the recent insane; and 
when & permanent hospital is provided, it should be borne in 
mind that, notwithstanding its chief function is to cure in- 
sanity, the duty to provide for the proper care aud custody 
of those it may not cure is no less sacred. They can be sup- 
ported in the hospital at а less expense; their labor here, if 
anywhere, can be utilized, and instead of living a life of dis- 
traction, exposure and suffering they are brought within the 
influence of a well ordered life, where a combined effort is ex- 
erted to secure a unit of order, comfort aud even happiness. 
Of the chronic insane now in the hospital not more than four 
could with any degree of safety and comfort be kept and 
cared for by their friends; and as not а single county in the 
Territory has a poorhouse in which those could be placed who 
have neither friends nor means to rely upon for support, the 
Commissioners of Insanity urge their admission and reten- 
tion in the hospital as the only means afforded for their care 
and treatment. :

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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS, 


Besides the ordinary repairs which have takeu almost daily 
attention to preserve the buildings, owing to the hasty and frag- 
ile manner of their construction, the following improvements 
have been made as directed by you from time to time: 

A frame laundry 18 by 92 feet, one story high, was built, 
and furnished with stationary tubs, tables, ironing boards, 
eto. a room was partioned off the south end of this building 
and used аз 9 general stove-roora for groceries and ward sup- 
plies. A closed passage was made connecting the laundry 
with the kitchen Ja which a very complete refrigerator was cons 
structed. In the kitchen and adjoining parts sinks, flour 
boxes, bread box, and china closets were made. A cellar 14 
by 20 feet, 7 feet deep, was dug under a portion of the kitch- 
өл and female ward, with stairs leading into it from the 
kitehen, and also an outside stairway walled up with rock; 
ani properly secured against frost by double doors. A short 
distance north of the kitchen à root cellar 10 by 80 feet, 7 feet 
deep, was constructed in a substantial manner, and furnishes 
ample reom for stoing all vegetables needed for winter use, 
The well sunk during the building of the hospital failing to 
supply sufficient water for daily use, a shaft five feet in diam- 
eter was sunk ninety feet deep, and walled up with brick, 
which has so far farnished a fair supply of water. А force 
pump was placed in this well, and with the necessary con- 
nections of galvanized piping raises the water inte the new 
tank in the attic, from which the water is distributed through 
lad pipes to the various parts of the house, As no means 
had been provided for conveying the waste water from the 
hospital, a feur inch drain tile was laid, connecting with the 
bath rooms of the male and female wards, kitchen and laun- 
dry, the main emptying inte a ravine two hundred and fifty . 
yards northeast of the building. The vaults of the water- 
closets for the male and female wards, being simple excava- 
tions in the earth ten or twelve feet deep, with insufficient ven- 
tilation and no drainage, were filled up with earth to prevent 
the poisonous gases emanating from them, contaminating 
the air in the wards. Earth closets were then introduced, and 
urinals properly trapped and drained were placed in each 


water-closet. These changes have caused a marked improve- 
ment in the air of the wards, Ав additional rooms were re- 
quired for the accommodation of the employes, one in the 
east attic and one in the south attic were fitted up for thelr ase, 
In the hall of the south wing a large closet was built for stor- 
ing extra bedclothes and patients’ clothing. A portion ofthe 
general business office has been fitted up for a dispensary, 
with shelving for the medical library, Two coats of white- 
wash were put upon the ceilings of the kitchen and halls, din- 
ing rooms and patients’ rooms of the wards, giving them a 
more cheerful and cleanly appearance. In last September, 
under the direction of Governor Ordway, who is empowered 
by the law to make provision for the care and treatment of in- 
вале persons, whose admission to the hospital is refused for 
want of room, an associated dormitory was partitioned off, 
and finished in a substantial manner, in the attic over the male 
ward, having a capacity for sleeping six male patients. This 
&lditional room only enabled us to receive the applications 
then on file for admission. A shed bnilding, sixteen feet wide 
and ‘eighty feet long, was built and used for stables for the 
horses and cows, wagon sheds, work shop and henery. "This 
building with about one acre of ground was enclosed with a 
good board fence, Two corn-eribs were built, each having a 
capacity of six hundred bushels. Of the six hundred and 
forty acres which comprise the hospital farm, there are fifty 
acres under cultivation, twenty-two of which were broken for 
the first time in May, 1870. Forest trees were planted around 
the hospital, and a bushel of black walnuts were planted and 
cultivated last season; and plats of ground have been laid off 
in front of the hospital,in which a variety of flowers have 
been grown. 

In addition to the improvements above enumerated I desire 
to call your attention to others which are very much needed, 
&nd should be made at the earliest time possible. A large 
range for the kitchen is simply a necessity, as it is impossible 
to properly prepare the food with the one now in use, and ow- 
ing to the ineapacity of this range, a portion of the cooking 
has to be done by a cookstove in the laundry, which is very 
iuconvenient and adds to the labor and expense. A wind- 
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mill.to attach to the force pump in the well, is very much need- 
ed to raise the water into, the tank in the attic; it would over- 
come the.great inconvenience now experienced in working 
the pump by manual labor. To properly perform the work 


on the farm will require the purchase of at least two horses, 


one set of double harness, one breaking plow, one stirring 
plow, one corn planter, one two-horse corn cultivator, one 
mower and one hay rake; and to furnish a sufficient supply 
of milk for daily use, two more cows will be required. 


MORE HOSPITAL ROOM, 


It becomes our duty, as additional provision for the proper 
care and treatment of the insane of the Territory is now re- 
quired, to urge upon the attention of the Legislature the ne- 
cessity that exists for more hospital room. In less than six 
months after the opening of the bospital I was compelled for 
want of room to grade the admission of patients under the 
law, and have since only received cases as vacancies in the 
wards were made by the discharge of their inmates. 

In my judgment, after the most mature consideration, the 
Legislature should make additional provision for at least 
seventy-five patients; and it is certainly wise economy in mak- 
ing such provision, that the buildings hereafter erected should 
be so located and constructed as to form parts of the perma- 
nent hospital. Especially is this desirable, since by a recent 
&ct of Congress the section of land upon which the temporary 
hospital is located, has been set apart to the Territory for a 
“hospital farm,” апа as any additions which could be made 
{о the present building would be useless in forming апу part 
of the permanent hospital, but as it now stands, when no 
longer needed for the use of patients, сап be fitted up for a 
barn and work shops, at a very small expense. 

In contemplating the construction of a permanent hospital, 
3 is very important that a plan be adopted which experience 
has proved to be the most economical and best adapted to the 
care and treatment of the insane. It is generally accepted 
that these requirements are most completely fulfilled by erect- 
áng a hospital built of brick, consisting of a center or execu- 
tive building, with wings or sections extending from it. То 
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meet our present wants for ward accommodations, it will be 
necessary to build one section (if after this plan) three stories 
high, each story having a capacity for twenty-five patients. 
In the future there can be added the center building with du- 
plicates of the seetion proposed, which will meet the require- 
ments as the number of insane increases. 

Building this section of brick and making it practically fire- 
proof would relieve almost entirely the dangers from fire that 
now surround us in occupying a wooden building with all of 
its departments heated by stoves and lighted by coal-oil lamps. 
It would give wards in which an equal temperature could be 
maintained, notwithstánding the sudden, and pronounced 
changes incident to this climate. It would give the patients 
cheerfül surroundings in the wards, with abundance of light 
and pure air. It would give increased facility for the proper 
classification of the patients, and all improvements made in 
or about the building would be done with a view to perma- 
nency. Work could be commenced in platting, constructing 
and beautifying the grounds. These, with many other rea- 
sons that could be adduced clearly, indicate the wisdom of 
this course in providing for the wants of the unfortunate in- 
sane, over any temporary provision that could be made. 

It may be urged that to erect, compiete, heat and furnish a 
building that would accommodate 75 patients, would incur ап 
expenditure of money not warranted by the number of insane 
requiring treatment. But when we reflect that from authen- 
ticated statistics it is estimated that one in every three thou- 
sand persons becomes insane annually, and applying this test 
to our present population the Territory has now nearly one 
hundred insane; and if these insane persons could be placed 
under treatment in the hospital, during the early stages of the 
disease, fifty per cent. can be cured and returned to their homes 
as producers, after an average residence in the hospital of six 
months. But if for want of proper provision for their treat- 
ment, the disease is allowed to exist for one year, the recov- 
eries will drop to ten per cent., and result in the accumulation 
of, а large number of chronic incurable insane, whose average 
duration of life is fourteen years, to be cared for at a large ex- 
pense through these years by their friends or the counties in 
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which they reside. 

Dr. Kirkbride, Superintendent of the Pennsylvania Hospital 
for the Insane at Philadelphia, in his report for the year 1877, 
so clearly states the tendencies to error ia the construction of 
hospitals for the insane, that] submit a few of his conclusions 
for your careful consideration: 


“ Protesting in the most emphatic manner against all waste 
and extravagance, or useless ornamentation, it must still be 
admitted that the costliest hospital yet built may possibly be 


much better for, and more creditable to, a State and its dti- ` 


zens, than the cheapest receptacle that could be devised by the 
most astute admirer of small expenditures.” 

“It is really a great mistake to believe that a very small 
amount originally expended on a hospital for the insane is 
an evidence of cheapness or economy. If there is not pro- 
vided just what is wanted In such a structure, ne matter how 
little it costs, it is neither the one nor the other. It is in this 
way quite edsy to have waste and extravagance with a small 
expenditure. The ameunt expended in the construction of 
such a building before its occupation, is not a fair representa- 
tion of the real cost of a hospital, for to this should be added 
all subsequent disbursements required to make it what it 
ought to have been in the beginning, From the day a badly 
designed and poorly built hospital is opened these extra ex- 
penditures begin, and they never cease, Annually comes up 
the demand for appropriations for repairs, alterations and re- 
newals; or, if these are not attended to, there results that gen. 
eral run-down condition, that ean only be remedied by a very 
large expenditure, Tn contrast with this, a thoroughly con- 
structed hospital, complete in all its arrangements, will show, 
when first occupied, its actual eost, and in the future will re- 
quire only appropriations for the unavoidable wear and tear, 
and for what are really new Improvements, instead of being 
mainly for remedying faults that were almost entirely de- 
pendent upon original defective constuction, Even with the 
largest subsequent expeuditure of money these cheap and im- 
perfectly planned and poorly constructed hospitals can never 
be made to compare with those of a different character, while 
the blame for all their deficiencies, mainly owing to their 
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original defects, is too often placed most unjustly apon those 
who are in no way responsible for them, Every day only 
adds new evidence of the truth of the axiom so often repeated 
in these reports that the best hospital, best built, best ar- 
ranged and best managed is always cheapest in the end." 

“It is an error to believe that temporary Structures are de- 
sirable for the accommodation of any class of the insane. 
They can have no advautage, are much more dangerous in re- 
gard to fire. For this one reason alone, no apology can be 
made for their being constructed of combustible materials, and 
are not likely te cease to be used when they have become di- 
lapidated, and utterly unfit for their original purpose. A 
permanent hospital has many and great advantages, At all 
times, and whenever it is desired, it may be made about equal 
in purity to what it was when new by simply substituting new 
floors, new plastering, new paint, and removing whatever may 
have been worn out by nse,” 

In this connection I would call your attention to the im- 
portance of building a hall of sufficient size to be used for 
religious services, amusements and entertainments for the 
patients. This improvement appears to be as imperatively 
demanded as additional hospital room.- The great value of 
amusements and entertainments as curative means is no longer 
a question, and for the want of a proper sized room the 
patients have been almost entirely deprived of these import- 
ant aids to treatment. The further withholding from the pa- 
tients of a suitable hall where these varied diversions can be 
applied, virtually euts off the advantages derived from moral 
agencies in their treatment, 


FARM AND GARDEN. 


The products of the farm and garden for the two seasons 
have not been large, but the showing is fair when it is consid- 
ered that no part of the quarter section upon which the hos- 
pital was located had ever been under cultivation. I 

During the month of May, 1876,there were twenty-two acres 
of prairie broken, five of which were subsoiled for a vegetable 
garden, and the remainder planted with sod-corn. But owing 
to late planting, newness of the soil and damage done by 
grasshoppers this crop was almost a failure. This year there 
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were fifty acres cultivated, and for the two seasons there were 
produced:

There were butchered for the use of the hospital 5 hogs, 
which netted 1,290 pounds: 2 cows, which netted 1,041 pounds; 
2 veals,which netted 113 pounds; dressed chickens, 75 pounds; 
and 40 tons of hay were ent and stacked this season, 

The work upou the farm, garden and grounds has furnished 
useful employment for a number of the patients, while others 
of both sexes work more or less each day In kitchen, laundry, 
or sewing room, 

FINANCES, 

It will be observed hy referring to the very complete show- 
ing of the Steward in his report, which gives a detailed ac- 
cannt of all moneys disbursed from each appropriation, there 
remained unexpended on the 80th day of November, 1880, of 
the maintenance fund, $8,027.06: of pay of employes, 81,'788.- 
25; and of officers’ salaries, 2005.44; making a total of $6,016.- 
65 remaining to the credit of these funds. You will also ob. 
serve the appropriation for incidental expenses has been 
exhausted aud over drawn to the amount of $9050. This 
deficit was caused by the law including in this fund some of 
the most important expenditures of the hospital, in addition 
to the usual eontingeneies which make frequent drafts upon 
it necessary, as they cannot be drawn from any other appro- 
priation for current expenses, After deducting this deficit 
there remains unexpended, $5,000.65. 

The average weekly per capita cost for maintenance and 
clothing of patients and board for officers and employes for 
the nineteen and two-third months was $1.88 4-5. This amount 
has been sufficient to supply the patients with comfortable 
clothing and abundance of substantial food. 
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APPROPRIATIONS REQUIRED,

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] would respectfully recommend that the sections of the law 
referred to below, defining the appointment, duties and pow- 
ors of the Board. of Trustees and resident officers of the Tos. 
pital, be altered or amended so as te conform substantially to 
the changes here given; and also that the sections marked 
* now,” be incorporated in the law, | 

Section 2. The Governor, by and with the consent of the 
Council, shall appoint three persons, who shall be residents 
of this Territory, to be called and known as “The Board of 
Trustees of the Dakota Hospital for the Insane.” One of 
these persons so appointed shall hold his office for two years, 
one for four years and oue for кіх years, as Indicated by the 
Governor iu making the appointinents; and all appointments 
thereafter, except to fill vacancies, shall be for'six years. In 
ease of any vacancy occasioned hy the removal from the Ter- 
ritory by any such person so appointed, or death, or resigna- 
tion, or non-acceptance of the office, or removal from office by 
the Governor of any such person so appointed, the Governor 
shall immediately fill such vacancy; and all appointments 
made by the Governor, when the Council is not in session, 
shall be valid until the next session of the Council.. The Gov- 
eynor is hereby authorized to remove any of the Trustees when. 
ever in his opinion the interests of the Territory requires such 
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removal: aud in case of removal, he shall communicate to the 
Legislature the cause of such removal. 

Section 4 The Trustees shall be paid at the rate of three 
dollars per day for the time necessarily incurred in the dis 
charge of their official duties, and five cents per mile going 
and returning, necessarily traveled iu the discharge of said du. 
ties, upon the presentation of the propet vouchers containing 
an itemized statement of the sum due each Trustee for services 
rendered and for mileage, duly signed by the President of the 
Board of Trustees and eountersizned by the Secretary; the 
‘Territorial Auditor shall draw bis warrant upon the Territorial 
Treasurer therefor, to be paid out of the current expenses of 
the Hospital. 

Section 56. The Trustees shail elect a President and Зесте. 
tary from their own nutober, whose term of office shall be for 
one year or until their successors are elected and qualified, 
They shall make a record of their proceedings at all meetings, 
in a book kept for that purpose; and at their annual meet- 
ings next preceding the regular sessions of the Legislature, 
they shall make a report to the Governor of the condition and 
wants of the Hospital which, shall be accompanied by a full 
and accurate report of the Superintendent which shall show 
the annual cost per capita of the inmates and the per cent, of 
admissions, discharges and recoveries, and a detailed account 
of all the moneys received and paid out by the Steward, and 
shall have at least five hundred copies of said reports pub- 
lished. | 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Hospital shall close en 
the thirtieth day of November each year, and the annual meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be on the first Wednesday of De. 
cember thereafter at the Hospital: special meetings for the 
appointment of resident officers or for the transaction of gen- 
eral business may be held in any convenient place, upon the 
written request of the Presideut, or any two members of the 
Board, which written request shall be.made of each other 
Trustee three days before the time appointed for such meet- 
ing, and shall contaiu a statement of the object for which the 
meeting is called: two members. of the Board shall constitute 
а quorum for the trausaction of business aud no order, resolu- 


tion or appointment shall be valid unless concurred in by at 
least two members aud entered on the records. 

Section 7% The Board of Trustees shall have the general 
control and management of the Hospital, shall make all by- 
laws, rules and regulations necessary for the government of 
the same, not inconsistent. with the laws of the Territory; 
they shall appoint, subject to removal only, by a vote of a 


majority of all of the Trustees, а Superintendent, who shall. 


be a physician of acknowledged skill and ability, a graduate 
of a regular incorporated medical college, and of unimpeach- 
able moral character; and upon his nomination, one or more 
assistant physicians as may be necessary, a Steward aud a 
Matron, all of whom shall be styled the resident officers of the 
Hospital and shall reside therein, and shall be governed by 
the laws and by-laws established for the same. The Trustees 
shall fix from time to time the salaries and compensation of 
officers and employes of the Hospital. 

New section, The Trustees shall promptly remove from 
office any officer and promptly discharge any employe of the 
Hospital who shall in any manner abuse, neglect or unjustifi- 
ably ill-treat a patient, 

New section, Whenever any additional building is to be 
erected or extension, alterations or repairs to be made in con- 
nection with the Hospital, the Board of Trustees may appoint 
two of their number as a building committee,who as such shall 
have authority in the name and under the direction of the 
Board to procure all necessary plans, drawings and specifica- 
tions for such building, alterations or repairs; to advertise for 
proposals for the erection and completion thereof in such a 
manner as may be most advantageous; to contract with the 
lowest responsible bidder therefor, such contractor in every 
vase to give adequate security for the faithful performauce of 
his contract; to appoint and discharge a building superin- 
tendent, who shall superintend the work and perform such 
other duties as they may require, and receive such compensa” 
tion as the Board shall determine; and to examine and certify 
the correctness of the estimates and accounts for work under 
the contract, and of their superintendent and employes. The 
building committee shall each receive the same sum per 
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day, for the time actually and necessarily spent in such duty, 
as is allowed for the performance of their official duties, , 

New section, One or more of the Trustees shall visit the 
Hospital monthly; and the President of the Board, with the 
Superintendent, shall make monthly examinations of the ae: 
counts of the Steward, and certify their approval or otherwise 
on the same page with his monthly balances, 

Section 12. The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, be- 
fore eutering upon the duties of his office take aud. subscribe 
an oath faithfully and diligently to discharge the duties ıe’ 
quired of him by law and the by-laws of the Board of Trustees; 
be shall be the chief executive officer of the Hospital aud have 
entire control of the medical, moral aud dietectie treatment of 
the patients; he shall exercise entire control over all subordi- 
nate officers; he shall employ all employes and assistants 
necessarily connected with the iustitution. below the grade, 
designated in the-by-Jaws as officers; and may discharge any 
officer, assistant or employe at will, being respousible to the 
Board for the proper exercise of that duty in regard to officers, 

Section 183. The Steward, under the direction of the Super- 
intendent, shall Keep the acconnts, pay those employed iu 
and about the Hospital, and have a personal superintendehce 
of the farm, garden aud grounds, and perform such other du. 
ties as are assigned him by the Superintendent, 

New section. Under the direction of the Superintendent the 
Steward shall purchase all supplies, upon the best póssible 
terms and lowest cash values he shall see that the grounds, 
buildings and all other property belonging to the Hospital 
are properly preserved and Rept in order, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be required of him by the Superin- 
tendent and Trustees. 

New section, He shall keep an accurate account in detail, 
in proper books, which shall always be open to the inspection 
of the Superintendent and Board of Trustees; and these books 
shall be carefully balanced on or before the fifteenth day of 
each month, and closed bieunially on the thirtieth day of No- 
vember next preceding each regular session of the Legislature, 
There shall be provided and submitted for the inspection of 
the Superintendent and Board of Trustees, on or before the 
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fifteenth day of each month, an original and duplicate balance 
sheet taken from the books, which balance sheets shall show 
the’ balance of appropriations in the Territorial treasury to be 
applied to the maintenance of the patients or to the general 
use of the Hospital, or from any source Whatever, These bal- 
ance sheets shall also show a detailed statement of all receipts 
and disbursements during the mouth and to what appropria~ 
tion ench belongs, together with the name of each payee and 
the prices paid. There shall be submitted with the balance 
sheet, the original bill of purchase, vouchers for the same, and 
receipts for all other disbursements of whatever kinds which 
bill of purchase, vouchers and receipts shall have endorsed 
on the back of each the signatures attached thereto with the 
day, month and year of payment. After the original and 
duplicate balance sheets have been endorsed as correct by the 
Superintendent and President of the Board of Trustees, the 
Steward shall, within five days thereafter, file the original 
balance sheet in the off.*o of the Superintendent, aud the dupli- 
cate thereof, with the original bills of purchase, vouchers and 
receipts pertaining thereto, he shall file in the office of the 
Territorial Auditor, having previously taken an oath to be 
endorsed on the balance sheet thatit is a fall, true and correct 
account of his stewardship for the preceding month. to the best 
of his knowledge and belief. Upon the presentation of the 
monthly balance sheet, properly signed and endorsed as cor- 
rect by the Superintendent and President of the Board of 
Trustees, together with the original bills of purchase, vouchers 
and receipts pertaining thereto, the Territorial Auditor shall 
draw his warrants upon the Territorial treasurer for the re- 
spective amonnts therein stated, from the appropriations to 

which they are properly chargeable. 

New section. The assistant physician shall be a graduate 
of a regular incorporated medical college, and possess such 
qualifientions as to be able to perform the ordinary duties of 
the Superintendent during the necessary absence or disability 
to act of such Superintendent. 


New section. The Matron, under the direction, of the Su- 
perintendent, abd not otherwise, shall have the general saper. 
vision of the domestic arrangements of the Hospital, and do 
all she can for the comfort and welfare of the patients.
